No public rebuke

ANAHEIM » New guidelines lower 
the threshold for high blood pres- 
sure, adding 30 million Ameri- 
cans to those who have the con- 
dition, which now plagues nearly 
half of U.S. adults. 

High blood pressure, which for 
decades has been a top reading of 
at least 140 or a bottom one of 90, 
drops to 130 over 80 in advice an- 
nounced Monday by a dozen med- 
ical groups. 

The change means an addi- 
tional 14 percent of U.S. adults 
have the problem, but only 2 per- 
cent of these newly added people 
need medication right away; the 
rest should try healthier lifestyles, 
which get much stronger empha- 
sis in the new advice. Poor diets, 
lack of exercise and other bad 
habits cause 90 percent of high 
blood pressure. 

“T have no doubt there will be 
controversy. I’m sure there will 
be people saying ‘We have a hard 
enough time getting to 140,” said 
Dr. Paul Whelton, a Tulane Uni- 
versity physician who led the 
guidelines panel.

More than 450 
dead in Iran quake 


Iranians dug through rubble in a frantic 
search for survivors Monday, after a pow- 
erful earthquake struck near the Iraqi bor- 
der, killing more than 450 people and in- 
juring thousands of others in the world’s 
deadliest earthquake so far this year. The 
quake, recorded at 9:18 p.m. Sunday, was 
felt as far away as Turkey and Pakistan. The 
epicenter was near Ezgeleh, Iran, about 135 
miles northeast of Baghdad, and had a pre- 
liminary magnitude of 7.3, according to the 
U.S. Geological Survey. Seismologists in the 
country said it was the biggest quake to hit 
the western part of Iran. Photographs from 
the region posted on the internet showed 
collapsed buildings, cars destroyed by rub- 
| ble and people sleeping in the streets in 
9 fear of aftershocks. NEWS 3
